and cutting off $6,774,601 from the as-

adopted the report, only four super- 
visors voting against it, and the diffi- 
culty of equalising: the county, which 
promised to drag out for some time, is 
settled. 


The equalization places the assessed 


valuation of the county at almost $10.- 
000,000 under the figure as first sug- 
gested. ' Appleton received the biggest 
out, its assessed valuation

from $46.191.966 in the first report to 
$39.417.363. This is a decrease of .0278 
per cent, .3720 per cent of the
